T HE #% Author informs us in his 
Preface, that Two Things moved 
him to publith this Work, wiz, che 
Care of ‘his Reputation, and a Defire of be- 
ing ferviceable to the Publick. Having une 
détraken to tread in the ve of Hippocratesy 
Galen, and Avicenna, by adding the Pradtice 
of Surgery to that of Phyfick, he was: im, 
mediately cried down by fome envious Men, 
the Surgeons proclaiming every where that 
he was an able Phyfician, but that he had na 
Skillin Surgery ; and the Phyficians affirm 
itig on the contrary that he was a good Sur.

pr, but very bapenent in Phyfick. Where- 
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in order to fhew the Falfity of fuch an 
Affertion, efpecially againft the Jatter, he re- 
folved to put out this Volume, wherein he 
makes, asit were,hisConfeffion of Faith with 
refpefttoPhyfick,and gives convincingP roofs 
ofhisAbility by many judiciousReflexionsup- 
on the Praétice of that Art. Befides, he had 
the Publick Good in View, by fhewing in 
this Book how he came to acquire the little 
Knowledge he has of his Profeflion after a 
conftant Labour of Forty Years; which 
may open an eafier way to Students, when 
they come to fee what Obftacles = a Stop 
to the Progrefs of the Author, and how they 
may be overceme. He adds, that afrer he 
had been floating for fome Years among 
many Syftems contrary to one another, with-

gift, by vindicating him from rhe falfe Im- 
putations of a Multitude of Interpreters, 
who boaft of being his faithful Followers ; 
and he knows fo perfe&tly the Worth of the 
Dofrine taught by that Famous Phyfician, 
that he cannot forbear to fet it forth in all 
its Purity, for the Benefic of ‘thofe who fol- 
Jow this Soit of Study. Such is the Defign 
of this Work,, wherein the Author under- 
takes to fhew the true Method of Hippecra 
tes for the Cure of Acute Difeafés, and that 
his Method has been unknown ta this. Day, 
In order to it, he has pitched upon the firft 
Aphorifm, Vita brevis, Ars longa, &c. for 
the Text of his Difcourfe, an he examines 
the Nine different Propofitions of that Apho~ 
rifin in fo many Chapters ; which gives him 
Occafion to impart to us his Difcoveries.re- 
lating co the Prattice of that Father of the 
Medical Art. 

He excufes himfelf for publithing his 
Book in Spanifh, and not in Letin, and al- 
Jodyes- Eour Reafons for it. 4. Thet he de-

there are many , who do not underftand the 
Latin Tongue. 2° That an Author expref. 
fes himfelf much better in his- Mother, 
Tongue than in 2 Foreign Language, tho 
he be never fo great-a Mafter of it; which 
moved the Ancients to write in their ows 
Language, wherein they have been imitated 
by feveral Modern Writers , fuch as Defcar. 
tes, Mr. Boyle, Father Malebranche, Regi; 
Mr. de Fontenelle, Galilei, &c, 3. That he 
knows a great many Phyficians, who cap 
hardly read without fome Uneafinefs Foy; 
Lines of Latin, be it never fo Elegant, fuck 
as that of Fernel, Oc. and who, to fave 


_themfelves the Trouble of confulting 4 


Grammar or a Diétionary, (if they have 
any ) fend the Book to the Devil, (‘the sps. 
wiards fay to Barrabas ) and at the fame time 
entertain an ill Opinion of the Author,who 
took fo much pe to polifh his Latin Stile, 

. That he defires to be eafily underftood by 
fick People as well as by Phyficians. 

{n order to give an Account of this Book, 
we don’t think it neceflary to dwell u 
the Explication of the Two firft Heads of 

the Aphorifm in Queftion, ( The Life is fhort, 
the Art is long ) which make the Subject of 
the Two Firft Chapters, and are lightly 
touched upon by the Author. But the Third: 
Article of that Aphorifm ( Occafio pracep:, 
the Qccafion it quick ) ought the more to 
attended.to, becavfe the Author’s Commen- 
tary upon thofe Two Words takes up the 
Third Part of this Volume. Dr. Boix ob- 
ferves , in the firft soe , that the Refult of 
this Propofition of Hippocrates, is, that the 
proper time of ufing Remedies in all forts 
of Difcafes flips away fo foon, that ’tis a dif 
ficult thing to know it exa&ly, and’to im. 
prove it; and that therefore inftead of ex 
claiming, as Poul de Serbait -and> others do, 
againft thofe dilatory Phyficians, who, for 
Fear of endangering the Lives of their Pate 
ents, lay afide many uncertain Remedies, 
fuch a wife Condu& can never be fufficient- 
ly commended. He pretends. that this-was 
the Method of Hippocrates in Acute Di 

to which he applied fo few Remedies , that 
tte may be faid to have frequently pecfouee® 
the Part of a mere Spe&ator, Wherein he 
very much differed from moft of our Mo 
dern Phyficians, who think they have per- 
fe&ly difcharged the Precept contained, in 


e 


tire Aphorifi ( Orcafio praceps ), when — 
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helm their Patients with frequent 
Shedien: Purges, Cordials, Sudorificks, Gc. 
left ir fhould be objected to them , that they 


have miffed that precious tunity men- 
tioned by Hippocrates, and left cheir ci- 
ence fhould upbraid them with any Omif- 
fion. 

Now , that Hippocrates did hardly ufe any 
Remedies in acute Difeafes, is what Dr. 
Boix undertakes to prove from the Works of 
that Phyfician, And to prevent any Di- 
fpure about it, he rejeés, in the firft Place, 
all che Books falfly afcribed to that Author, 
and thofe that are juftly accounted doubrful, 
as containing a Doétrine contrary to thar, 
which has been tranfmitted to us in thofe 
Books that are generally acknowledged to 
have becn written by him. Dr. Boix ad- 
mits only the Teftimony of the latter , and 
reduces them to the Aphorifms and te the 
firft and third Books of Epidemia or popular 
Difeafes, with Refpe& to the Subje& in 
Hand. It appears ( fays he ) from thofe 
Books , that Hippocrates prefcribed neither 
Bleeding nor Purging in acute Difeafes, 
fince waees allthe Patients mentioned by 
him in thofe two Books of Epidemiae, Ana- 
xion is the only one that was let Blood, and 
yet it was only upon the eighth Day of his 
Illnefs. Ic were needlefs to obje& that 
Bleeding and Purging are fo indifpenfably 
neceflary , and fo generally ufed in this fore 
of Difeafes, that one ought to fuppofe Hip- 
pscrates had recourfe to them , tho he does 
not fay fo. The Author anfwers, that Hip- 
pocrates having fill’d up his Narrative with 
the moft inconfiderable Things , without 
forgecting to mention a Suppofitory , it is 
highly improbable that he fhould have been 
filent about fuch importante Remedies as 
Bleeding and Purging. ‘Tis further obje- 
ted, that it appears from the Book entitu- 
led, De ratione villus in acutw, that Hippocra- 
tes negleGted neither Bleeding nor Purging 
upon fuch an Occafion. Boix denies 
that the Book juft now mentioned was 
written by the. great Hippocrates; becaule 
the Do&rine contained im it is contrary to 
that of the Epidemie , which every Body 
acknowledges to be the Work of that Phy- 
fician. Befides, he obfervesthat Bleeding is 
mentioned in fix Places of the Aphorifms ; 
but becaufe none of thofe Paflages concera 
acute Difeales, he fays they can be of no ufe 


to prove the thing im Queftion. From. 
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whence it follows that Hippocrater cured that 
fort of Difeafes withour Bleeding. 

The Author, not contented to prove this 
kind of Paradox in general, comes to Parti- 
culags, and among acute Difeafes pitches up. 
on three of the moft common, viz. Tertian 
Agues , Pleurefies , and malignant Fevers , 
fuch as the Meafles and the fmall Pox. He 
undertakes to fhew by Authority, Reafon, 
and Experience, that thofe Difeaks may b- 
cured without the help of Bleeding and 
Purging. We fhall fay nothing of the Cure 
of Tertian Agues, as being lefs important ; 
and we proceed to the Cure of a Pleurefy. 

Hippocrates (faysthe Author ) teaches us 
in his Book, De dec in Homine, how to cure 
Pleureticks, .Thefe are his Words. The 
Fever ought not to be appealed during the firft 
Seven Days; and the fick Perfon mut ufe Oxy- 
mel or Oxycrat for bis ufual Drink , and take ae 
much of it as he can, to k:ep him moift and make 
him Spit. This DeSrine agrees with whac 
we read in the Coace (3.79) that Bleeding is 
contrary to a Pain in the Side attended with 
Feucr: Te agrees alfo with the Method of 
Hippecrates, in the third Book of the Epide- 
mia, who tells us how he cured Amaxion of 
a Pleurefy, and that he let him Blood only 
upon the Eighth Day, Dr. Boix preveuts the 
Obje@ion taken from the Book entituled, 
De vius ratione in acutis , which prefcribes . 
that Pleuretichks be let Blood plentifuly from the 
beginning of their Difeafe; and he refolves 
that Difficulry as we have feen above. This 
Pra&tice of Hippocrates is confirmed by many 
of his Interpreters, and other Learned Phy- 
ficians, fuch as Profper Martianus, for whom 
the Author expreffes a fingular Efteem, Wil- 
liam Bailou, &c. He owns that De Heredia, 
a famous SpanifhPhyfician,and Riviere, are of 
a different Opinion from him, and under. 
takes to confute them. 

Having alledged thofe Authorities to fup- 
port his Doftrine , he confirms it by this 
Argument. Nature (fzys he) cures Difeafes 
in general and Pleurefy in particular, To 
that end , the ufes feveral Means , and fuch 
Springs as ar¢ unknown to the moft learned 
Phyficians Her hidden Operations want a 
certain degree of Force , which cannot be 
determined by any oe lf the lofes 
any Part of that Force, tho never fo {mall, 
or if the happens to be interrupted in ber 
Motions, fhe falls into a Diforder, which 
mut needs be very prejudicial co the fick 
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- Parfon. Now the'way of Nature in aPleu- 
refy , is to eafe her felf by Spitting 5 and a 
Fever is the Inftrument the ufes to ities 
her Work. Bleeding weakens the perati- 
ons of Nature by leffening the Fever; and 
Purging gives a quite different Deter- 
mination to the Humour, which inftead of 
being evacuated by Spitting , comes out 
through the Stools. And therefore fuch a 
Method, interrupting the Aion of Nature, 
far from curing a Pleurefy, muft needs mul- 
tiply its Symptoms, and make it more dan- 
gerous. 

° What remains is to prove by Experience 
what has been proved by Reafon and Autho- 
rity. In order to it, Dr. Boix refers’ the 
Reader to the Obfervations of Olmedilla a 
Spanij> Phyfician , and particularly to-thofe 
of Dr. Tozzi, Phyficiam to the’ Pope, who 
2firms in his Commentary upon the Apho- 
rifms, that he has cured thoufands of Pleu- 
reticks , Frenticks ,“and other fick People, 
without any bleeding. From whence it 
follows thet a Pleurefy, in its own Nature, 
requires neither bleeding nor purging , at 
leaft in its beginning, progrefs , and contt- 
nued State ; and that if a Phyfician has any 
thing to do , it is only when the Sicknefs is 
drawing to an end. 

The Author proceeds from the Pleurefy 
to acute Fevers, and pitches upon the Small 
Pox. and the Meafles for an Example: in this 
fort of Difeafes. He maintains that they 
may eafily be cured without Bleeding and 
Purging ; andto prove it, he follows the 
fame Method made ufe of by him in the 
foregoing Article; that is , he has recourfe 
to Authority, Reafon, and Experience. 
Tho it be very uncertain % whether Hippo- 
crates knew the Small Pox , Dr. Boix brings 
him over to his fide’, hy fuppofing thar the 
acute Fever attended with Blifters, of which 
_ Silenus was cured without Bleeding , as we 

read in the Epidemia2, had fome Affinity 
with the Fever attending our Smal] Pox and 
our Meafles. However, being unwilling to 
infift upon.a dubious Authority in the pre-

As for what concerns Reafon, he borrows 
his chief Arguments from Gaffendus and Dr. 
Sydenbam , which are much the fame with. 
the Principles laid down by him in what'he 
fays concerning the Cure of Pleurefy. Hs 
draws this Confequence from them , the 
fince the Small Pox and the Meafles are fiich 
Difeafes as naturally tend to procure a ber. 
ter Health to fick People, by purifying their 
Blood, ‘tis plain they muft go off of them, 
felves, and almoft without the help of the 
medical Art. And indeed it is certain, ¢. 
ven by the Confeflion of the beft Praditio. 
ners, that they feldem prove deadly am 
Peafants and the> common People who live 
in. Towtis ; Apa Bee on no ites can be 

iven, but that fuch People depending upon. 
ohd mere Affiftance of Nature i BA we 
troubled with many Remedies, that are on- 
ly proper to interrupt and diforder her Mo. 
tions. Whereupon he quotes Riviere , Bre 
reli, and Dr. Lifter. 

The latter mentions the different Methods, 
of curing the Smell Pox, and does it witha 
great deal of Humour. Some (fays he) 
keep their Patients very warm , to make 
them Sweat, and will] hardly allow them to. 
eat any thing : Orhers will not fuffer them 
to Sweat; they are not for laying may 
Blankets upon them ; they open the Win- 
dows of the Room, end will have them to 
put their Reet into cold Water. Some’ fill 
them up with Cordials froni the beginning 
to the end of their IInefs: Others make it 
their Bufinefs to keep them cool; they pre- 
fcribe Milk-meats, Apples, and’ {mall Beer, 
and forbid the ufé of Wine. Some are for 
purging the fick Perfon in the firft Fic’ of 
his [Inefs': Orhers will not fo’ much asal- 
low the ufe of a Glifter. “Some are conti- 
nually preferibing Narcoticks : “Orhers will 
not grant 4 Drop of Liquid Lawdanum. It 
were anvendlefs thing (fays Dr. Lifter ) to 
mention all the different pra€tical Syftems 
concerning thofe Difeafes ; and yet many 
fick People recover. ‘Which plainly fhews 
that Nature cures them, notwithftanding lf 
the falfe Sceps of Phyficisns; and that fhe 
would cure thery much more eafily, were it 
not for fo'mahy-clogging and ‘infignificant 
Remedies. . : 

In the next Place , Dr. Boix examines the 


himfelf to Resfoy 


‘moft -plaufible Argument, that can’ be # 


ledged: 
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ledged for bleeding in the Small Pox. That 
Argument is grounded upon the bleeding of 
rhe Nofe, which generally happens on the 
Fourth Day of that Hinefs ; and becaufe it 
removes moft of the Symptoms, that feem 
to fortel Death , one may very well infer 
from thence ee has the fame good 
Effie&. The Authoranfwers, that it is ve- 
ry uncertain whether Nature will clear her 
felf that way; thatno body can be fure of 
the time fhe willchufe for that end , nor of 
the Quantity of the Evacuation neceflary to 
eafe the Patient ; ina word, that the pre- 
venting of Nature does frequently occafion 
avery great Mifchief. The Author adds, 
that one can never be too cautious in order 
to prevent the ill ufe which Phyficians make 
of this Aphorifm of Hippocrates , for want 
of Underftanding it : Quo natura vergit eo 
ducerc oparter, &c. The Humour ought to be e- 
vacuated the fame way that Nature feems to 
point out for that Evacuation: And he fhews 
by inftancing upon feveral Patients menti- 
aned in the Epidimia , that Hippocrates was 
very far from following literally the Apho- 
rifms juft now quoted , fince he prefcribed 
to thofe Patients. none of the Remedies, 
which the Motions of Nature feemed to 
require. 
The Author proceeds to confute the Ar- 
guments. alledged by De Heredia for bleed 
ing in thre Small Pox ; and then falls heavi- 
Jy upon a Treatife concerning that Difeafe, 
publifhed in 1699. by Dr. Sidobre Phyfician 
of the Faculty of Montpelier. ‘* That Au- 
“ thor (lays Dr. Boix) defcribesthe Origin, 
the Nature, the Caufes, the Differences, 
the Sigas, and the Prognofticks of the 
“ Small Pex with fo much Wir, and in fuch 
an agsee.ble manner, that it does not feem 
poflible-to carry the Art farther. He gives 
us {uch probable Reafons of all the Phe- 
nomena attending that sDifeafe , that one 
would think nothing could be added to 
‘them. I confefsthat I was charmed with 
his ingenious way of difcourfiag about 
every thing. that concerns the Small Pox. 
But when I came to the Chaprer of the 
Cure, it brought into my Thoughts what 
happened to Galen after he had read Archi- 
genes’s Book; I mean,that I was very much 
difappointed,and began toentertaina diffe- 
rent Opinton of that Writer's Performance. 
|, Aad indeed he begins his-bifcourfe con- 
- Ceroing the Cuse of that. Difeafs in

a great deal of Phyfical Learning; and tho 
he feems to have chiefly applied himfelf to- 
the Study of che Ancient Phyficians, he has - 
hardly miffed any of our Modcrn Writers, 
whatever Language they writ in, either 
with refpe& cto. Natural Philofophy, or to:

HE Charatters of Theophraftus, that are 

extant, contain only the Defcriprion of 
feveral Vices. That Excellent Author, who 
had a great Knowledge of Human Nature, 
did alfo defcribe the Virtues oppefire to 
thofe Vices ; but we have loft thar Pare of 
his Work. Tho the Cuftoms and Manners 
of the Athenians did in a great meafure dif- 
fer from thofe of our Age; yet it appears 
from this Book that there is a great Refem- 
Blance between the Men who lived Two 
Thoufand Years ago, and cthofe of this pre- 
{ent Time. And indeed , as Mr. de la Bruy- 
ere obferves, in his Difcourfe upon this 
Author, Men have ftill the fame Incli- 
nations and the fame Paffions ; they are ftill 
fuch as they were in former times, and fuch 
ax we find them reprefented by Theophraftus, 
Vain, Diflemblers, Flatterers, Icterefted, 
Impudent, Troublefome, Miftrufting, Slan- 
derers, Quarrelfome, Superftitious. There- 
phraftus has been very happy in defcribing 
the Vices and Impeifeé&ions of the Arheni- 
ens. His Performance (to ufe the Words 
of the Writer jut now quoted) is a preci- 
ous Monument of Antiquity, and of the 
Wie and folid Jadgment of that Philofopher 
in an Age fo far advanced.

Readings of a Ninth Manufcripe imparted 
to him by Dr. Huafon.

Befides, 
he has had recourfe to the Conjectures of fe« - 
veral Learned Men, fuch as Henry Stephens, 
Claudius Auterius, Sylourgius , Fobn Meurfius, 
Sulmafius, Palmerius, Dr. Duport, Dr. Gale, 
and Mr, LeClere. The Emendations of thofe 
Authors have been intferted under the Text 
in the Notes of the Editor, who has alfo ad. 
ded his own Corrections, and reétified the 
Latin Tranflation in fome Places. 

The Text of Theophraftus is attended with 
Cafaubon’s Commentary: ‘Tis well known 
that this Commentary is one of the moft vas 
Juable Performances of that Learned Man. 
It has been reprinted here fiom the beft Edi. 
tion publith’d at B-unfwick 1659 Mr. Needs 
ham is indebted to Mr. Le Clerc for that prin- 
ted Copy, in which the Paflages of the Greek 
Authors alledged by Cafaubon have been 
tranflated and carefully quoted.
